It is an old saving that the A m erican 
people rarely appreciate that which 
is free Yet the calendar is one of the 
greatest blessings of modern civiliza­ 
tion much more convenient than the 
ancient system of notching a stick to 
denote the passing of days, or of dis­ 
carding a stick from a bundle to keep 


track of the flight of tim e. 
The first scientific attem pt to for­ 
m ulate a calendar is believed to date 
back to Eg yp t, and it is theorized that 
the huge pyram ids erected there were 
not. as w as orginally supposed, tombs 
for kings, but gigantic dials erected to 
determ ine the position of the sun and 


the consequent season of the y ear. 
Scientists assert that w ith these huge 
shadows it was possible fo r Egy ptian 
scientists to determ ine the length o f 
the year to the third decim al po int, o r 
365,252. It is believed the 
smaller py ra­ 
mids w ere erected first but pro v ed 
inaccurate as to angle and inclinatio n, 
and each succeeding pyram id was de­ 
signed to be more nearly co rrect, until 
the last and the greatest approxim ated 


perfection. 
One theorv is that not until the huge 
piles of stones had been abando ned by 
astronom er and geometrist was the 
pyram id converted into a tomb fo r the 


reigning king. 
Now, instead of journeying to a py ra­ 
m id and computing the seaso n fro m a 
peg in the ground, the dweller in the 
twentieth century has but to glance 
at a calendar to tell the ex act day , 


week or month of the y ear.

Harbingers of New Year

Some are big and some little, some 
slim and some broad, some colorful 
and some somber, some pretty and 
some unpretentious, some useful and 
sm e ornamental, but all are here to 
play their part in the new year. They 
are the 1968 calendars. 
it is an old saying that the A m erican 
people rarely appreciate that which 
is free. Vet the calendar is one of the 
greatest blessings of modern civiliza­ 
tion much more convenient than the 
ancient system of notching a stick to 
denote the passing of days, or of dis­ 
carding a stick from a bundle to keep 
track of the flight of time. 
The first scientific attem pt to for­ 
m u la te a calendar is believed to date 
back to Egypt, and it is theorized that 
the huge pyram ids erected there were 
not. as w a s orginally supposed, tom bs 
for k in g s , b u t gigantic dials erected to 
determine the position of the sun and 


the consequent season of the year. 
Scientists assert that with these huge 
shadows it w as possible for Egyptian 
scientists to determ ine the length of 
the year to the third decimal point, or 
365,252. It is believed the sm aller pyra­ 
mids w ere erected first but proved 
inaccurate as to angle and inclination, 
and each succeeding pyramid was de­ 
signed to be more nearly correct, until 
the last and the greatest approximated 
perfection. 
One theory is that not until the huge 
piles of stones had been abandoned by 
astronom er and geometrist was the 
pyram id converted into a tomb for the 
reigning king. 
Now, instead of journeying to a p y ra ­ 
mid and computing the season from, a 
peg in the ground, the dweller in the 
twentieth century has but to glance 
at a calendar to tell the exact day, 
week or month of the year.
